U. S. Output It Boojninf 


in Stamp* and Currency 


Washington. — Booming buslnesa 


has the presses in the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing rolling day 
and night to meet demand 
for 


stamps and new currency. 


Demand for two and three c*nt 


stamps, according to postal officials, 
is the highest since 1929. So far de- 
mand for these stamps is 20 per cent 
over that of the previous fiscal year. 
Post office revenues, an 
official 


said, may break the all-time record 
of 750,400,000 set in 1930. 


At the Bureau of Engraving, It 


was revealed that from July 1 to 
November 30 a daily average of 59,- 
000,000 postage stamps had been 
printed, compared with 45,000,000 
in 1933. The daily average of cig- 
arette stamps was 32,000,000; for 
tobacco stamps, 9,800,000, and for 
liquor stamps, 4,800,000. 


The daily average of new cur- 


rency printing waa 3,800,000, com- 
pnrcd to 2,100,000 in 1933. A Treas- 
ury official attributed the Increase 
to more rapid circulation of money.
